5. The* number of yMTsons shown under a particular (jat egory may not necessarily tally with the tot al ninnbor 
of posts aiMually sanctioned nnd(‘r that category. This discrepancy, where it exists, is generally duo to the 
inclusion of pcTsons on leaver or under suspension.

The total number of staff employed by the Government of West Bengal on 28th February, 1957 was 1 ,60,120 as 
against 1,57,762, in the preceding year. The increase is mostly accounted for by additional staff taken in the Depart- 
ments of Home, Lrfind and Land Bevonuo; Development and Health.

Th(? term “others'* in column (1) rehirs to the staff employed on part-time, piec(vrate, contingent, work-charged 
and eoTilracf basis. Out of the total staff 43 per cent, are permanent, 47 cent, are temporary and the remaining 
10 per cent, are employed otherwise. Looking into the break-ups, however, it will be found that 3,178 out of a total 
gazetted staff of 4,443 or about 72 per cent, are permanent ; amongst the non-gazetted superior clerical staff 10,429 
out of 32,820 employtM3S or about 32 ]Kn- cent, are permanent and amongst the non-gazettefl non-clerical superior staff 
49,299 out of 81,874 emi3loyees or about (50 per cent, are permanent. Amongst the non-gazetted inferior staff 9,309 
out of 40,983 employees or about 20 per cent, are permanent. It may be noticed that out of a total staff of 1,66,120 
loss than 3 yior cent, are gazetted ; about 20 per cent, are non-gazetted superior clerical, about 49 per cent, are 
non-gazol>ted superior non-clerical, and 28 per cent, are inferior staff.
